As the raiding party reached near the 
aate of the house, terrori.sts opened fire from two directions. 

Shri Bhullar order¬ 
ed his men to .advance further from right side to engage 
the terrorists cffectivelv.

The 
supreme sacrifice and courageous action of Driver Ravinder 
Kumar saved the lives of the other men in the jeep and 
(hey could e.scape with only minor bruises. The other 
police men returned the tire but the terrorists escaped under 
the cover of darkness.
